useful as bleaching component additives. They comprise a sodium percarbonate core and sheath. An 
English language abstract corresponding to this reference is cited on the accompanying list of 
references as document CI and a US counterpart patent (US 5,902,682) has already been made of 
record in this case. 

Reference B7, published international patent application WO 97/43211, describes a method 
for stabilizing alkali percarbonate, especially in a detergent composition, using water-soluble salts 
capable of taking up water. Preferred salts are sodium acetate and tricitrate dihydrate. An English 
language abstract corresponding to this document is cited on the accompanying list of references as 
document C2.
